It is 
said that one of the principal contend- 
ers for this honor has refused the 
LiAeutenant-Generalcy rather than fore- 
go the prospect of being the most in- 
fluential officer of the general staff. 
Although things at the War Depart- 
ment have been quiet for two months. 
so far as surface indications go, in 
reality a fierce struggle has been in 
progress. In bitterness the fight has ex- 
ceeded those personal quarrels of 
Spanish War days, when the followers. 
of Gen. Miles and Gen. Corbin were at 
swords points. Gen. Corbin has been 
the central figure of contentions of the 
past few weeks, and he appears to have 
come out as successfully as ne did in 
the days of 1898. At present he is on 
top, having won in the preliminary

ROCK ISLAND DEAL 
FOR TEXAS LINES.

EW YORK, June 

Dispatch.} Certain details of the 

deals by which the Rock Island 
obtained from the Southern Pacific 
Railway a half interest in the Hous- 
ton and Texas Central, Houston, East 
and West Texas and Houston and 
Shreveport railroads were announced 
today for the first time, and additional 
light was thrown upon the purchase 
of the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Railroad by the Rock Island. 

In an application made to the gov- 
erning board of the Stock Exchange 
to list $2.500,000 par value of the pre- 
ferred stock of the Rock Island Com- 
pany, the terms of purchase of interest 
in the North and South Texas roads 
are stated. For securities of the 
Texas lines at a par value of $6,160,000, 
the Rock Island paid $1,500,000 in cash, 
$3,500,000 in notes and $2,500,000 in pre- 
ferred stock of the Rock Island Com- 
pany. Referring to this purchase, the 
aplicationp says: 

The Reck Island has entered into 
contracts for the purchase ‘of one-half 
of the $16,000,000 authorized capita! 
stock of the Houston and Texas Cen- 
tral Railroad ‘Company, one-half of 
the $1,920,000 authorized capital stock 
of the Heuston East and West Texas 
Railroad Company, and one-half of

In one town, so the charges run, there 
were frauds amounting to $489,000 in

It is also charged that the frauds 
were not confined to townsites, but 
extended to agricultural lands, and if 
the President takes up this matter, 
as he probably will, as the results of 
reports he will get from his special 
commission, it will cause an overhaul- 
ing of effaire in the General Land Of- 
ficé.

steady decrease in the death rate in 
the city of Manila as a result of the 
operations of the medical officers of the 
army. The death rate of Manila for: 
the first quarter of the past year has 
decreased steadily from 46.80 per thous- 
and of population for the first quare: 
ter of 1903. 

Assistant Surgeon-General Munson 
says the improvement in the conditions 
this year has been accomplished in 
spite of the fact that Asiatic cholera 
and bubonic plague both previously 
had gained a foothold in the isla 
and that the existence of a 3 un- 
vaccinated population in the provinces 
meant a constant introduction into the 
city of smalipox. 

Cases of plague, cholera and Small- 
pox have occurred in Manila during 
the present year, but the precautions 
taken by the Board of Health have 
prevented an epidemic therefrom. 

“The sanitary results obtained in the 
mast four years through American con- 
trol have been accomplished,” says Br. 
Munson, despite the naturally insal- 
ubrious location of Manila a its to- 
tal lack of sanitation under the former 
sovereignty, which, from the level site 
interfering with drainage, the many 
canals ramifying the city, the absence 
of any sewerage system and the ex- 
istence of an impure and insufficient 
‘water supply and many old, unhealthy 
habitations—have created sanitary 
problems of the greatest difficulty.

The resignations of Di- 
rectors Cass and Jerome were ten- 
dered and accepted at the same time. 
Osgood is succeeded as chairman by 
J. Kk. McClement, and these directors 
were elected: F. T. Gates, John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., and E. P. Prentice. 
The latter is a son-in-law of the senior 
John D. Rockefeller. Rockefeller and 
Gates were elected to vacanctes on the 
executive committee. Today's changes 
are taken as evidence that the Rocke- 
feller-Gould interests are in complete 
control, 

In his letter of resignation, Osgood 
stated that he was led to take this 
step “In view of the fact that large 
interests in the stock and securities 
of the company have been acquired by 
those who should have a greater re- 
sponsibility from this time in direct- 
ing the policy and managing the fi- 
nances of the company; that he was 
in full accord with such interests, and 
that he expected to continue to hold 
an interest in the company, and to do 
everything which he could to advance 
its affairs.” . 

The official statement issued after 
today’s meeting says that the tem- 
porary difficulty of the company in 
failing to meet its obligations on the 
fifteenth, was thoroughly investigated 
by the directors, who Adopted resolu- 
tions exonerating the officers and 
clerks from all blame, as the fallure 
“was clearly due to a misunderstand- 
ing, and between the New York and 
Denver offices.” 

Osgood's retirement from the di- 
rectory and executive committee § is 
only temporary, according to the of- 
ficial statement, and is occasioned by 
the absence in Europe of three di- 
rectors, and the necessity of Osgood’s 
presence in the West.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 24.—THhere 
was little change today in the strike 
af the telephone linemen. President 
Sabin said that only half of his men 
were on strike, and that there were 
but two or three desertions since yes- 
terday. He claimed to have plenty of 
men to do the ordinary duties, but said 
the strike interfered with extra work 
and new work. No negotiations had 
been entered into looking to a settle- 
ment, but he expected all-of the strik- 
ers to return sooner or later. 

Sabin said that at Seattle and Spo- 
kane, the unions had held meetings 
and decided not to strike. He charac- 
terized the strike as a measure of 
sympathy with the Los Angeles strik- 
ers, and declared that the greatest ob- 
jection to the demands of the linemen 
was that none but union men should 
be employed. 

Fred A. Holden, State organizer, and 
acting secretary of the linemen, main- 
tained that 95 per cent. of the men are 
on strike and are receiving constant 
accessions. He says but one worker 
stayed with the company at Fresno, but 
admitted Sacramento is not materially 
affected. He hopes for an early settle- 
ment, as the men do not wish to incon- 
venience the public. 

There were about 100 strikers around 
the union headquarters today. An ef- 
fort was made today to interest the 
telephone girls in the strike, but it was 
not successful. or 


NON-UNION CARPENTERS. 


CONTRACTORS EMPLOYING THEM.

OMAHA (Neb.) June 24.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.)

carpenters and the contractors has

SIX MEN WOUNDED. 
MILITIA FORCED TO SHOOT.

RICHMOND (Va.) June 24.—Six men 

were wounded tonight, two of them 


seriously, by guards in the employ of | 


the street-railway company, who fired 
Into a crowd of strike sympathizers at 
Main and Lombardy streets, just out- 
side the city limits, where a big crowd 
was congregated all the evening. OfMfi- 
cers of the company say the guards 
were fired on first. and that they re- 
turned the fire with their shotguns. At 
least six persons were struck, and two 
of them were severely wounded in the 
back with buckshot. 

While this was taking place in the 
West Side. exciting scenes were enacted 
in the East End, where cars were oper- 
ated under the protection of the militia, 
All sorts of missiles were huried at 
the cars and many obstructions were 
placed on the tracks.

DUST NUISANCE. >» 
When Street Superintendent Werdin 


came into office he made many prom- 


ises of what he would do in the way 
of giving the city a first-class serv- 
fee, so far as the streets are con- 
cerned.

American a correspondent had a com- 
munication on the question of dust

word clean“ means. Twelve living 
germs settied on the disk, and, after 
sweeping, 226. In a New York tene- 
ment ‘house carpeted living room, 75 
bacteria settled on the disk, in an ex- 
posure of five minutes; after sweep- 
ing, 2700. 
Using the same basis for outdoor 
analysis, in ten liters of air in Central 
Park, New York, 500 were found: 
in downtown Steets, 965, and where 
the street sweepers were at work 5810 
living forms were found, in the smail 
space of three and three-quarters of 
an inch, in a five minutes’ exposure. 
This shows, among other things, how 
foolish and unhealthy the ordinary 
method of stirring up the dust by 
sweeping is, whether on.the streets 
or in a room. In estimating what 
these figures mean, it should be re- 
membered that every time a man 
breathes he takes in one-half liter of 
cubie inches. It 
there are tubercular bacilli in the air, 
which is quite probable in Los An- 
geles, where so many consumptives 
congregate, and if the breather is 
predisposed to the disease, such germs 
will find a lodgment in his lungs. and 
he will develop consumption, which 
disease is undoubtedly largely dis- 
seminated in this way. Diphtheria. 
smallpox, fever, Asiatic cholera, 
typhoid fever, scarlatina. measles, 
pneumonia, erysipelas, blood poison- 
ing, etc., are among the diseases often 


‘| disseminated by invisible dust par- 


ticles. The expectoration of a con- 
sumptive may contain millions of 
germs. Falling on the sidewalk of a 
city, it ‘is soon tracked over a large 
area and gradually mixed with the 
dust; the same on the street. es- 
pecially on asphalt pavements, where 
each wheel acts as a millstone, grind- 
ing everything into the finest powder, 
to be raised by passing vehicles into 
the air and sent into thousands of 
lungs. Commenting upon these facts, 
the correspondent referred to says: 
“These conditions are reversed when 
it rains; the disease germs are washed 


Into the sewers, and rarely, if ever. 


get a chance to enter into the air 
again as dust; then why not imitate 
rain, and sprinkle the streets? There 
exists even among well-read people 
a notion that sprinkling of the streets 
is unhealthy. A clean street thor- 
oughiy sprinkled cannot be unhealthy, 
and a dirty street is certainly less 
dangerous to health in a state of mud 
than if the mud was converted: into 
dust, to be carried into our systems, 
our houses, and our clothing. 

“City streets should be kept scrupu- 
jously clean by hand labor, prefer- 
able to machine, and thoroughly 
sprinkled from four to ten times a 
day, according to the amount of travel 
and the condition of the atmosphere. 
No street used for general traffic can 
be kept perfectly clean, that is an im- 
possibility; then do the next best 
thing. A street cleaned once or twice 
a week cannot be very clean. A man 
with suitable tools, according to the 
pavement, should be given as much 
territory as he can cover from five 
to ten times a day., removing the 
droppings at once before they sre 


| ground into dust. A sprinkling wagon 


should: keep it damp enough to keep 
the dust from rising: the wagon 
should also have a hose attachment. 
so thet a man or boy can wash the 
dust from the sidewalks at least ther 
times a day. Asphalt pavements re. 
quire more sprinkling than other 
pavements. but it is not necessary 
that thev be coristantlv wet. for the 
reason thet after sprinkling, the dust 
and dirt form a paste that will not 
again rise in dust, even if the pave- 
ment looke perfectiv dry. wntil the 
wheels heave again pulverized it into 
powdor. Horses do not slip on wet 
navements when they are clean; the 
dirt makes them slippery. The first 
few drops of fine rain or dew some- 
times cause trouble. but the heavier 
the rain or sprinkling (from cart.) 
the better on panphalt. If asphelt 
pavements contrin fhe proper ingred! 
ents to effectualiv shed water. no in- 
jury can come from any smount of 
rain or sprinkline. in fact the more 
the better: if. hewever. any water i+ 
absorbed, „ is shown bv a spot that 
does not drv at once when the rat 
stops. euch spots soon become holes 
eapec'eliy in the fall, when fros: gets at 

ie dust is an evil in eastern cities. 
it is certainly a far more importani 
one here, where we have a long dustv 
summer. The dust is, in fac". 
the chief of the few drawbacks of 
Southern California, as a health and 
pleasure retort, as well as a ace 
of residence. This should be rec- 
ognized, and steps taken to leesen the 
evil, as much as possible. This may 
be done by liberal and intelligent 
sprinkling of the graded streets in the 
city, and by skiliful ofling of the un- 
graded streete and country roads.

R BETTER STREETS. 

The City Council has taken a pre- 
liminary 
ter streets in Los Angeles. This is 
well. If the movement be carried 
through to success, as it ought to 
be, the extra first cost will undoubt- 
edly prove to be a good investment, 
which will be true economy for the 
city, and consequently for the tax- 
payers, in the end. 

That Los Angeles should forthwith 


| enter upon an era of better highway 


construction is a fact so obvious that 
it does not require argument. Good 
streets not only give better satisfac- 


tion, but are cheaper in the end than 


poor streets, the cost of maintaining 
the latter being greatly in excess of 


the cost of maintaining properly con- 


structed streets. The material for 
constructing durable and serviceable 
streets is abundant in Southern Cali- 


fornia, and can be procured at rea- 


sonable prices. The climate is such 
that the deterioration of well-con- 
s.\ructed roads is less than it is in 
other climates, where alternate freez- 
ing and thawing cause great injury. 
For these, and for numerous other rea- 
sons which it is not necessary to 
mention in detail, Southern Call- 
forn.2 in general, and me metropolis 
of Southern Califoraia in particular, 
ought to have the best public high- 
ways to be found on the continent 
of North America. Instead, our city 
street; and country highways are 
among the worst to be found any- 
where. | 

The Council, by unaminous vote, 
on Monday adopted a resolution for 
the appointment of a committee to 
ascertain the cost of a rock-crusher 
and the freight rates op granite from 
the quarries to the city, and to re 
port to the Council with a view to 
changing the specifications for im- 
proving streets.” Councilman Nofziger, 
who proposed the resolution, was ap- 
pointed a committee of one to per- 
form this duty. ; 

One of the principal reasons that we 


| have such poor streets in Los An- 


eles is the unfitness of the material 
used for surfacing. On most of our 
graded. streets not even gravel is 
used, “the natural soil” being spec- 
ified. This soil, in many sections, is 
better than garden earth—a 
good material for growing cabbages 
and onions, but of little value as 
surfacing material for a public thor- 
oughfare. Streets ‘surfaced’ with 
such material become a mass of sticky 
mud during the prevalence of rains. 
The water, instead of running off, is 
absorbed until the soil reaches the 
point of saturation. In dry weather, 
on the other nand, the road surfaced 
w'tn garden soll quickly becomes 
dusty, and requires more frequent 
sprinkling than is required by a ma- 
cadamized road to keep the dust 
down. It aleo quickly becomes un- 
even, and the water, when eprinkied 
on the surface, has a tendency to 
form in little pools or “mud-holes,” 
while the higher places remain dry. 
When storm-water passes down a 
street of this kind, it creates havoc, 
gullying the surface into hollows and 
ridges, scooping out the gutters, and 
depositing great volumes of sand and 
mud in places where the current 
slackens. Thus it is that in Los Au- 
geles, every rainy season, the city is 
compelled to pay out thousands upon 
thousands of dollars to keep the 
streets in anything like a passable 
condition. 

The rational remedy for this costly 
and unsatisfactory condition of af- 
fairs is better street construction in 


the first place. Crushed rock should | 


be specified as the material to be 
used in future copstruction on all 
much-traveled streets, where it is not 
t‘eemed practicable to go to the ex- 
As 
fast as possible, all streets in the city 
should be either macadamized or 
asphalted. A properly macadamized 
road (especialiy if the stone used be 
crushed granite) will last a great 
many years for ordinary traffic, with 
very fittle expense for repairs. It 
the little town of Riverside can afford 
a rock-erusher and the miles of good 


reads that result from its use, the 


biz and rapidly growing city of Los 
Angeles ought certainly to afford the 
luxzury—which is, after all, more a 
necessity than a luxury.

SCHOOL-CLOSING EXBPRCISES. 
'GLENDALE, June 24.—The closing 
exercises of the second year of th» 
Glendale Union High School were 
largely attended by persons from Glen- 
dale, West Glendale, Tropico, Burbank, 
Eagle Rock, Ivanhoe and La Crescenta, 
from which points the pupils are drawn.

A fraternal insurance society, which, 
judging from its circulars, was 
destined to work a wonderful reform 
in the world, yet bearing ear-marks 
of a “get-rich-quick” concern, has 
just come to grief in this city, caus- 
ing humiliation to a number of worthy 
people who were led into taking a part 
therein. 

Some months ago a beardiess young 
man named M. O. Brittain, hailing from 
somewhere within the Webfoot State. 
made his appearance in Los Angeles 
as the organizer for a fraternal in- 
surance society in Portland, Or., and 
aleo selling watch cases “on the side.” 
Either not enough people were yearn- 
ing for membership in the ,society he 
represented to fall over each other 
in their eagerness to become mem- 
bers, or the market for watch cases 
Was at a low ebb, so this young man 
conceived the idea that the proper 
thing to do would be to originate a 
new society of which he should be the 
great supreme head. 

Happy thought! Los Angeles was a 
good place for “good things,“ so he 
would work a few. In the course of 
his@meditations he ran across a man 
from San Pedro, named Ek. Pfi Cronen, 
whose knowledge of fraternal insur- 
ance appears to have been gleaned 
from the fact that he was secretary 
ot a council of the Order of Pendo in 
the seaside city. Why not “work” 
him? Another happy thought. Mr. 
Cronen was not averse when Brittain 
poured into his ears the story of how 
vast wealth might be made for them 
by originating a fraternal insurance 
society, and the upshot of the matter 
was that the two putting their heads 
together, formulated plans. The mat- 
ter of expense didn’t appear to bother 
them much, as subsequent events 
proved, for Brittain_represented that 
the members would “pay the freight”

R FOR REAL POLICE.

HEAVY TEST COMING TO OFFICERS 
ON SATURDAY. 
— — 


The biggest of the civil service ex- 
aminations yet conducted will occur 
on Saturday, under the direction of 
Capt. Charles Keiner, at Turner Hall. 
This time there are eighty-two can- 
didates for the test, many of whom 
are high ranking otheers in the Police 
and Fire departments. 

This will ve the most important of 
the civil service tests, ana at the 
same time the most uificult, both for 
those in charge anu for the is 
themselves. 

Capt. Keiner has been hard put to 
it to make up the proper questions, 
tor, as he says, it is naar more 
than an abusrdity to ask a police cap- 
tain; tor instance, how to make an 
arrest. These officers will be called 
upon to describe plans of action in 
tume of mob violence, and how to de- 
tend a prisoner against a mob bent 
on lyncning, and so on. Given city 
or private property to detend from 
Assault, with a certain number of 
men under his command, each captain 
will be called upon to give his plan of 
action in detasil, and aiso to state 
how he would deal with certain great 
emergencies, should they arise. 

The fire captains will be calied upon 
to deal with disasters which have 
never yet happened im this city—but 
which are liable to occur, unfortun- 
ately, in any town where the bulid- 
ings are not all absolutely fire proof. 
For instance, they will be compeiled 
to rescue a score of people from the 
top story of the burning Angelus, 
while all the lower Uoors are one 
biazi hell, and there is naught at 
hand t the most ordinary fire ap- 
paratus to work with. Of course, 
the captains may not get ‘em all out, 
but their ingenuity, set down in biack 
and white, will have the calm, cold 
scrutiny of the board of examiners. 
Then we will really know something 
about the mer to whom are intrusted 
the city’s lives every night of the year. 

Capt. Keiner wishes it distinctly 
understcod this time that no appli- 
cants will de allowed to compete in 
any test who have not first taken a 
medical examination, and have with 
them something certifying their fit- 
ness. Although this has been a rule 
before, it has been ignored by many, 
and has caused no end of trouble to 
the officers in charge. This time every 
man, barring not even captains of 
police, will be shut out if he has not 
first complied with this regulation. 

Policemen taking the examination 
age: One captain; three detectives; 
thirty-eight patrolmen, and two chain 
gang guards. In the Police Depart- 
ment lot, but specially excused from 
the practical tests in the gymnasium, 
are two ba'liffs, one desk sergeant 
and two secretaries of the depart- 
ment. 

There are three fire captains, five 
lieutenants, four relief engineers and 
twenty hosemen..

Making Important Experi- 
ments on Mit. Wilson. 


— 


Whole Heavens. 
— — 
Chance for Great and Costly Ob- 
servatory in Southern 
California. 


Experiments now being made on 
Mount Wilson by Prof. William J. 
Hussey of the Lick Observatory may 
mean a great deal more to this com- 
munity than the mere placing of a 
star-gazing instrument. mould a 
handsome, costly observatory be placed 
on the peak, in accordance with the 
not over-well defined ideas of the ex- 
perimenters, it would focus the world 
upon us. The enterprise is to be on the 
order of the Lick Observatory on Mount 
Hamilton, the Yerkes of Williams 
Bay, Wis., and others that have brought

He will leave in a few weeks for 
Australia to continu investigations, 
and after spending. two months there 
will make his reports. 


backer of Prof. Hussey's invest 
tions. An aggregation of the most 
noted scientists of the country is inter- 
ested in the results. Two of these men 
are now on their way to Mount Wilson 
—Prof. George E. Hale of Yerkes, the 
Official institution of Chicago Univer- 
sity, and Prof. Campbell of Lick. 
These noted astronomers and others 
whose names the experimenter declines 
to reveal, are aiming at completing a 
chain of affiliated observatories around 
the world, so that the heavens may be 
divided into sections, each observatory 
taking its section and watching it like 
a patrolman on his beat. Then, when 
a discovery of interest is made, it will 
be 1 from one station to an- 
other until all portions of t globe 
know about it. It will be 
comet that escapes capture. 
Prof. Hussey left Lick with a quick 
telescope and very light parapherna- 
lia, so that he might penetrate the in- 
ner parts of the wilderness. First he 
visited Mt. Lowe, set up his instru- 
ment and made observations for a 
month. Conditions are good there, but, 
though the professor declines to say 
so, perhaps not as good as at Mt. 
Wilson. Then he hied to San Diego 
and scaled Mt. San Miguel, but ‘twas 
too cloudy there. Bay’n climate can't 
have the ‘scope. At Cuy amica, 6000 
feet above the sea, Prof. Hussey rigged. 
his star gazer and devoted two weeks 
to squinting. There's nothing particu- 
larly wrong with this place, except 
that the name is hard to spell. 
There are many things that must be 
considered when setting an astro- 
nomical trap. There is the accssi- 
bility of the location, its natural ad- 
vantages for building, water supp'y 
and ali that, but the most important 
condition has to do with weather and 
atmospheric carryings on. The place 
must not be windy. Of course there 
may be an occasional storm. This is 
not a disqualifying condiiion, but fre- 
quent winds are bad. Cloudy condi- 
tions are prohibitory, and there are 
others. Heat waves and radiation in- 
terfere with the functions of the deli- 
cate lenses. Where there is much veg- 
etation, as at Mt. Wilson, there ies lit- 
tle heat interference. The heat wave 
is a meteorological effect that is not 
vet thorouzhiy understood. 
The Mt. Wilson site is 5886 feet above 
the sea, and rarely cloudy. Harvard 
established an observatory there fif- 
teen years ago and abandoned it to lo- 
cate in Peru. e ruins of the enter- 
prise may still be seen—a tall flagpole 
and the rotten lumber of the observa- 
tory tower. a part of which was re- 
moved. The top of the mountain, where 
the buildings would be erected, has 
any almost level acres, and two 
prosperous, well-watered camps with- 
in a half mile—Grimes’s and Strain's 
camps. The approach to the peak is 
by trails that nothing larger than a 
burro may traverse. Should the as- 
tronomers select this site, it would be 
necessary, Prof. Hussey says, to build 
a Wagon road in order to get the ‘n- 
etruments up. 
A great deal depends upon condi- 
tions that are not astronomical. The 
funds for the great institution have not 
been raised. The astronomers look to 
wealthy scientists, however, to help 
them out in this respect.

“But it hapened that Brown got 
there (to Nogales) the same evéning, 
and then he thought that he wouid 
start to Altar with Swensen and leave 
Campuzano to go alone to Alltags 
Moreover, it has been ascertained that 
the said Newton Brown had also sold 
the same property or properties to a 
certain Conn O' Keith in ‘Tubumata. 

“All these things taken together in- 
duces one to believe that the death 
of Swensen was not accident, but was 
possibly perpetrated by some person.

papers in one of the pockets of the 
deceased.

LAW OF GARNISHMENT. 

The last State Legislature passed a 
law which is known as section 710 of 
the statutes of 1903, by means of which 
a court judgment against a county or 
city employ6 can be collected directly 
from the city or county treasury. A 


against a city employé 
the City Auditor. The judgment 
is against a member of the fire depart- 
ment. The important portions of the 
new law read as follows: 

“The duly authenticated transcript 
of a judgment for money aguinst a de- 
fendant, rendered by any court of this 
State may be filed with the Controller 
of the State, or the Auditor of any 
county, city and county, city or other 
municipal or public corporation, from 
which money is owing to the judgment 
debtor in such action. Where 
— it shall be the duty of any such 

cer... . to draw his warrant 
in favor of or to pay into the court 
— 0 so much of the money, if 
sufficient there be, over which the 
n - or said public 
officer has control and custody and 
which belongs to or is owing to said 
judgment debtor ... . as will can- 
cel said judgment; the amount so paid 
into court shall be a discharge pro 
tanto of any amount so due or owing to 
such judgment debtor. For filing such 
a transcript any such official or public 
officer may charge a fee of 50 cents.

Henry Christie and A. J. Taylor, the 
smooth young men who are alleged to 
have swindled the Continental Building 
and Loan Society out of $70,000 or $80,- 
000, are up against it good hard. 

Yesterday they were held for trial in 
the Superior Court under heavy bonds. 
Justice Pierce fixed the bond of Taylor 
at in.one case and $2000 in the 
others.

The evidence against him is not nearly 
so strong as against Taylor. 

The testimony in the second charge 
was heard yesterday.

The take“ application that 
went up represented Tate as a retired 
merchant worth at $5000 over 
and above all debts. It was represented 
that he wanted to borrow the money 
on a place in Pasadena worth at least 
$3400, and having on it a house of six 
rooms which was rented for $28 per 
month. 

Tate went on the witness stand yes- 
terday and swore to the following 
facts: He never made an application 
for a loan to the Continental Bullding 
and Loan Society; he does not and did 
not live in Pasadena; owns no prop- 
erty there; is not worth 35000 over and 
above debts; is not a retired merchant, 

He denounced the alleged signature 
of Charles H. Tate at the foot of the 
alleged application as a forgery; he 
also said that the signature on the 
check for $1700 sent down to him by 


lor was a forgery: he said he never re- 
ceived the money, saw the check nor in- 
dorsed the check. 


By other witnesses, it was shown that

LONG BEACH, June 24.—A consider- 
able protest is arising against the 
scheme of street sewer laterals con- 
templated by the city authorities. The 
trunk sewer is being built along Second 
street with the grade so the flow will 
be westward. As at present proposed 
the sewers draining into that main are 
to be laid in streets running northerly 
and southerly.

BERRY EXPERIMBPNTS. | 

During the past year experiments 
have been in progress with a large 
number of varieties of strawberries and 
blackberries in the Signal Hill district. 
Many of the varieties tried have 
proved unsuitable in one way or an- 
other for the conditions prevailing in 
Southern California, but the culture of 
some of them has been rewarded with 
gratifying results. A number of plants 
of the ‘“*Mersereau” blackberry 
were set by E. R. Meserve on his place 
near Burnett in April,” 1902. Those of 
the Mersereau“ variety are sweeter 
than most other kinds of blackberries 
grown in Southern California and have 
the advantage of ripening late when 
the market is not well stocked. That 
varicty proves to be a very prolific 
bearer here. In fact it runs to fruit 
so much more than to foliage that there 
may not be sufficient stalks to hold 
enough berries to make the variety a 
success. That is a point which is be- 
ing watched with much interest, now 
that the berries of that variety are just 
coming into bearing.

The excellence of our millinery is so well known 
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or high plains, and in the lowlands. The steppe horses | 
are speedy and have unlimited powers of endurance. 
There is a breed along the River Don produced by cross- 
ing the native horse with the English thoroughbred, 
which is famous for its riding horses. The Czar takes 
five thousand of them every year for the cavalry. 

And then there are the Kalmuck horses bred by the 
wandering tribes of southeastern Russia, and beyond the 
Caspian sea in Asia. They number about 30,000 in mares 
alone? they are noted for their cavalry qualities. The 
Kirghiz, who live over in Asia, but are governed by Rus 
sia, have something like four million horses, and the 
peasant farmers of Russia have horses which will serve 
in time of war. Even the commonest of the plow ani- 
mals are good trotters, and they are made to go like the 
wind. 

The chief race horse here is the Orloff trotter, a breed 
originated by Prince Orloff, who imported Arabian and 
English stallions and crossed them with Dutch and Dan- 
ish mares. | 


The 8 spends vast sums in the improvement of 
the Russian horse. He has a board of horse 
breeders which takes charge of the govérnment 
studs. The finest of Arabian and English horses are im- 
ported, and also British, French, and Prussian draft 
horses. The best of these are sent to different parts of 
the empire. In addition there are thirty-one state sta- 
bles under the management of the chief of this board, 
which furnish stallions to he farm districts free of 
charge. There are many private societies for horse im- 
provement, and about 2300 private stabies. 

Many of the cavalry horses are bought at the horse 
fairs, which are held every spring and fall in different 
parts of Russia, and especially in the stock-raising_cen- 
ters. The horses as a rule are cheap, an ordinary one for 
general purposes bringing $30 or $35. 


Russian Fortifications. 5 


The Russian empire is well fortifled. Poland is de- 
fended by four strongholds and there are numerous other 
forts along the European frontier. Finland has many 

5 fortifications, and there are great fortg at Kronstadt 
guarding the capital. I passed the latter forts as I came 
here. They are on an island at the end of the St. Pe- 
tersburg and Kronstadt Canal, and near them are the 
headquarters of the Russian navy. From this island 

to the mainland are a number of smaller islands, cach 
with a fort upon it, forming a string of fortifications ¢is- 
| ing as it were out of the water. The islands look lik: 

. mighty floating batteries. 

Within the past few years Russia has been building 
great forts in Asia. I was in eastern Siberia just before 
the war with China and Japan. There were something

like fifty thousand men there at that time, and enormous 


fortifications had been erected about Vladivostok. Port 
Arthur is now strongly fortified. It is about ten miles 
from Dolny, the Russian commercial metropolis et the 
Manchurian end of the Trans-Siberian road, and is the 
Czar's naval station in the Far East.

The Worst Mail Route. 


OvER Two THOUSAND MILES 
 Turoucu Icy COUNTRY. 


By a Special Contributor. 7 
NOTHER mail carrier's been frozen to death, 
voys.“ “Yes? That's bad luck! Why, it was 
only three weeks ago that Ben Downing lost 
his toes.” 
This is the kind of talk the traveler hears in the 
trappers’ huts and “rest houses” on the frozen Yukon 
River, and the Bering coast up to Nome. Along two 
thousand miles of this rugged, ice-bound region the 
United States government has established the loneliest 
and most dangerous mail route in the world. The mail 
carriers travel on foot over sixteen hundred miles of 
this route, and one stretch of nearly eight hundred miles 
through a desolate uninhabited country has to be covered 
by a single postman. Prospectors hunting for gold in 
the wildest parts of the Yukon Territory get their letters 
from home at a terrible cost of human life and suffering. 
The Yukon mail carrier must travel with his dog 
sledge along a river piled up with blocks of ice like the 
boulders on a hillside. He does not have a level surface 
on which to skim along like a skater. His dogs and he 
must make their way over masses of jagged ice, and 
struggle through deep snowdrifts which threaten to blot 
them out from human sight and memory. 


The Mailman’s Daily Peril. 


Every morning, when he starts out, the mail carrier 
literally takes his life in his hand. Running behind his 
sled, he crosses a spot where the ice is thin, and down 
he goes. He manages to get out, perhaps, but the ther- 
mometer is probably down in the sixties below zero. His 
wet clothes immediately freeze. He may get off with 
a loss of a few toes by freezing; or he is not heard of 
until the ice goes out and the river gives up its dead. 

When the mail carrier arises in the morning after 


sleeping at the “rest house,” ‘he finds. that 
every one of his joints is stiffened by his 
violent exertions and long exposure to the in- 


tense cold. Probably no trail is to be seen. There has 
been a snowstorm during the night, or a windstorm, 
which has drifted the snow. The Yukon is several 
miles wide in places, and on these occasions the surface 
is so broken by hillocks of ice and snowdrifts that iis 
winding course cannot be distinguished from the land. 
The carrier has to don his snowshoes and break a new 
trail for the dogs over the trackless waste. : 

Theodore Blum, a veteran at the business, started to do 
this one morning. It was on the Yukon flats, just inside 
the Arctic circle, where the river is nearly fifteen miles 
wide. He carried a long fir pole with him, his dog team 
following him, and when he felt the ice giving way he 
threw down the pole and rested bis weight upon it. But 
even though his weight was thus cunningly distributed, 
it did not always save him from a ducking. He broke 
through no fewer than six times in his endeavor to cross 
the river, and narrowly escaped being frozen before he 
could reach one of the shelters. | 


A Struggle With Death. 


} Ben Downing, the most famous of the mail carriers, 
a magnificent specimen of the pioneer, whose big frame 
has been toughened fighting Indians in Arizona, and in 
the Dakotas, narrowly escaped death at the close of last 
season. It was springtime, and the sun for an hour be- 
fore and after noon softened the snow and made travel 
difficult, so most of his traveling was done in the night. 
He left his station at 1 o'clock in the morning, putting 
laced moccasins on the feet of his dogs to prevent the 
| sharp ice crystals from cutting them. He had made 
twenty miles, and was going along at a clipping pace, 
his hands on the bars of the sled, when he heard the ice 
crack under his dogs. He halted them with a word and 
‘planted his feet rigidly to break the momentum of the 
sled. This sudden throwing of his weight in one place 
broke the ice, and down he went. The sagacity which 
comes to the dogs from daily going through such ex- 
periences enabled them to drag him onto the solid ice, 
and away they went again, faster than before, because Ben 
had his feet wet, and knew they were freezing. A few 
miles more and he knew they ‘had already frozen. Phen 
they began to bleed, and for ten miles the blood spurted 
out of the lace holes of his moccasins with every step, 
and left a red trail on the frozen snow. 5 

At length he reached one of the lonely stations. The 
first thing he did was to strip off his wet clothes; then 
he wrapped a blanket around his naked body, and in a 
temperature of 62 deg. below zero hunted up wood and 
made a fire. The following night he traveled nearly

AN_EX¢iTInG INCIDENT DURING A 
REMARKABLE JOURNEY.

> bare expense of our dunga, a native houseboat 
T in Kashmir, together with its attendant cook boat, is 
twenty rupees a month for the one and fifteen ru- 
pees for the other, or $10.66 for both. Our dunga was a 
long boat lying very low on the water, and entirely in- 
tlosed in mats made of thick rushes which can be rolled 
up every day and fastened down during the night. It had 
a nice little deck in front, a dining—and sitting-room 
combined, two small bedrooms and a bathroom and a 
room at the stern for the bearer or ayah. The price in- 
sluded the service of seven boatmen, four for the dunga 
and three for the cook boat, ft also includes Nirv&a! 
Dolce far niente! Anything whidh will describe long, 
softly blue days, floating slowly down rivers fringed with 
willows and through lakes surrounded completely by snow 
‘mountains; long delicious evenings moored to a green 
bank, where the mongoose digs for snakes and never finds 
any, and where we sit in our comfortable chairs and sigh 
with content. In fact, it means the most perfect existence 
possible to a human being. We left Baramoula ad 7 one 
brilliant morning, and drifted, or rather were poled or 
dragged by our crew, slowly down the river, which, I 
must confess, was one of the dirtiest rivers I have ever 
seen, but that was a matter of indifference to us, for 
th . was so much to enjoy, and the spring and the sun-

Amundsen’s Expedition. 


PROPOSED JOURNEY IN INTEREST 
OF SCIENCE. 
From the London Graphic. 


N these days, when Arctic exploration is carried on at 
ereat expense in or from well-fortified steamships 
fitted with all modern requirements and much com- 


parative luxury, it is refreshing to find a man who, fol- 


lowing the example of Frobisher and Davis, and other 
daring seafarers, intends to set aut on a scientific ven- 
ture to the North Magnetic Pole in a little sloop of some 
46 tons register, and, if all goes well, to continue the 
voyages through many an intricate channel, and the open, 
Polar Sea to Behring Strait, and onwards, and accom- 
plish, if possible, that which the old pioneers, and even 
Baffin, failed to do when ordered to “pass through the 
Northwest passage, touch et Japan, and so return.” 
Capt. Roald Amundsen, the leader of the expedition, is a 
Norwegian master mariner, of considerable Arctic and 
Antarctic experience, as well as much scientific know- 
ledge, gained on voyages to the Greenland scas, and as 
chief officer of the Belgicas, under command of Capt. de 
Gerlache, to the Antarctic waters south of the Horn. 
For his present purpose he has purchased an ordinary, 
stoutly-built Norwegian walrus sloop, the Gjéa, which he 


‘| has had fortified, and fitted with a petroleum engine, 


which, under favorable conditions, can propel the vessel 
at a speed of four knots. The estimated cost of the ex- 
pedition is £5500, a great part being defrayed by Capt. 
Amundsen himself, the rest by contributions from the 
King of Norway and Sweden, the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety, and various private persons. The party, in addi- 
tion to the leader, consists of Lieut. Gotfred Hansen, 
Royal Danish Navy, second in command, and six other 
men.

In the early 
part of 1904 the Magnetic Pole will be visited, and a series 
of observations carried out at different stations in that 
region in order to determine all points at which the 
needle assumes a vertical position. This work will oc- 
cupy most of the season of that year, and, if satisfactory. 
will represent the accomplishment of the principal part 
of tht plan, though the results will be verified during the 
spring of 1905. Everything connected with such inves- 
tigations being well concluded, the voyage will be con- 
tinued down Rae, and through Simpson Straits, to some 
creek in Victoria Land, where the expedition will winter. 
In 1906 it is proposed to proceed up the other channels 
until the open Polar Sea is reached, and the voyage 
through the Northwest Passage from the eastward be- 
comes an established fact, in which case the Gjéa will be 
the first v@sel to succeed in crossing from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific side, or vice versa. The winter of 1906-7 
may be spent at Herschel! Island in Mackenzie Bay, and 
the summer be occupied in getting through Behring 
Strait to Japan on the homeward voyage. A quantity of 
provisions for the expedition is being conveyed by Scotch 
whalers this year to a station in Lancaster Sound, and 
next year the Norwegian Professor Birkeland will send 
and assistant with valuable scientific instruments for its 
‘use to the same station. These will be fetched by a party 
from the Gjéa. Petroleum, of which a supply of some 
27,000 litres has been secured, is to be used for all heat- — 
ing and cooking purposes. All the provisions are of 
Norwegian manufacture, and the store is sufficient for six 
years. If all goes well, the entire voyage may be accom- | 
plished in four years. Should any disaster occur to the 
ship, it is well to know that the expedition can make iis 
way to Lancyster Sound, and return in one of the whalers 
which visit t.ose waters each season.

Governor's palace, at the time Gen. MacArthur trans- 
ferred ‘his to Gov.

When the civil authorities took executive control, July 
4- 1901, the clerks removed from this room, which was 
set aside for the public sessions of the Commission. 
There was not time at first to attend to the furnishing of 


the room, so for a while the public gatherings of the

chairs whose backs rose above their heads, surmounted 
— by the carved crest of Royal Spain; and Queen Isabella 
si loomed large above them, a sad reminder of the past to 
the Spanish business men who occasionally appeared at 
the sessions when interested in a pending bill affecting 
commerce or taxation. |

Once a year, generally in the mild November davs, the 
Cadets organize an expedition for maneuvers. They se- 
lect some place in the country far removed from living 
centers, and engage in the erection. of forts, eonstruction 
of signal stations, placing of telegraphic lines and the 
practice of artillery. A short time since, the camp was 
fixed among the wildly beautiful gorges of the historical 
Monte de las Cruces (Mount of the Crosses.) where the 
Mexican irregulars under Hidalgo defeated the Spanish 
under Trufillo, but unwisely failed to follow up their ad- 
vantage by capturing the capital.

HE styles presented everywhere for yachting use

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THE WILD ANIMALS OF LOS ANGELES COUNTY. 
XII—THE GROUND SQUIRREL. 


Our Most COMMON ANIMAL AND Irs HOME 


Li FE.

F the Antelope and some of our larger quadrupeds 


Ground Squirrel makes up for it in numbers at least, 
though the undesirability of his presence is recognized 
and “resoluted” about at every convention of agricultur- 
ists held in this state. There are at least a dozen—and 
possibly more—known species of these litdle pests found 
in the United States alone, while there are still others in 
Canada and Mexico. In this county there are supposedly 
three species, but the one most abundant is the Califor- 
nia Ground Squirrel, to which the major portion of thi- 
paper may be devoted. 

To such readers of The Times as live east of the Sier- 
ras it should be said that this animal is of about the size 
of the Fox or Cat Squirrel of the Mississippi Valley, i. „. 
eight to twelve inches in length, with a bushy tail 
slightly shorter than the body. The wpper parts are yel- 
lowish-gray in color, growing darker along the backbone 
and shading into a dirty white on the flanks and under 
parts. The hair is more or less heavily flecked with 
white, while the whale pelage grows lighter with age. 
Some individuals of this species have come under my 

notice which were quite hoary with age, the parties who 
shot them having considered them albinos and preserved 
their skins accordingly. There probably are Ground 
Squirrels whose fur is white from birth, just as there are 
“White Crows,” Blackbirds, etc., but I have never seen 
such a one. From much dragging over the ground, the 
tails of these animals become rough and thin, losing their 
resemblance to the plume-like tails of the Tree Squir- 
rels. 

All Squirrels belong to a great group called rodents 
(gnawers,) in which, as we have already seen, the so- 
called “rabbits” have been placed by naturalists. It is 
the most widely diversified order of animals known, hav- 
ing members in every country of the’ world, from the tiny 
Mice of the Arctic tundra to the large Cavies or Car- 
pinchos of Brazil. To it belong the famous Beaver and 
the Kangaroo Rat, the latter still plentiful along our | 
dry washes and in the less cultivated foothill fie’ds. 

Ground Squirrels, in this State at least, are much more 
p‘entiful in rolling mesa land than in either the for 
hills or the extreme lowlands. In habits they are not 
unlike the Prairie Dog or the Marmot, and are strictly | 
animals of the daylight, moving about very little by 
night, unless it be in sections where they are successfully | 
persecuted by men or dogs. They live both in isolated 
burrows and in populous colonies, rivaling with their | 
communities the famous Prairie Dog “towns” of the 
middle West. If possible, the entrance to the burrow is 
placed on the west or south slope of some hill, so that 
the owner may get as much sunshine and warmth as 
possible. Oftentimes one entrance will serve for half a 
dozen families, a number of galleries branching off 
from the main “hall” and leading to nest chambers 
cut out with much care and at a depth of from three to 
four feet. These little caves are usually lined with 
grasses or any soft things which Mother. Squirrel hap- 
pens to come upon in her outdoor hunt for material. 
Here are born, some time in the spring—commonly in 
April—from two to eight young. These grow very rap- 
idly, and within a few weeks appear at the mouth of the 
burrow with their elders, seemingly as well acquainted 
with the Squirrel world as any of their older relatives. 
In so far as I know, but one litter ts raised per year, and 
for this wise limitation the California rancher should be. 
devoutly thankful. 

Where the colony is large, it not infrequently has its 
start in one pair of Ground Squirrels, each year’s in- 
crease merely adding to the network of underground 
passageways and chambers, wntil the sidehill becomes a 
perfect catacomb in miniature. The young are ente 

little gray fellows, scarcely larger than mice at first, but 
growing very rapidiy into full-sized Squirrels. They run 
and play about the entrance to their homes like a fam- 
ily of kittens, and, indeed, the grown animals are not

Numerous and different have been the methods devised 


Whenever the Owls are not at home, their neighbors, the 
Squirrels, invade to eat their eggs, and, I have no doubt. 
occasionally to make a meal off the young owls. hu 
the principal food of these rodents is vegetable, and that 
is equivalent to cereal in their case, as most of their sup- | 
ply comes from barley and wheat fields to which they do 
an incalculable and irremediable amount of damage. 


to rid Southern California of these little gray pests, but 
so far Ahe active fox terrier, the hungry house cat and 
the boy with the target rifle, remain the three most suc- 
cessful agencies for the reduction of the Squirrel horde 
Probably the best of these is the dog—at least, that has 
been my experience. There is at my home in Orange 
County a small dog of no particular breed, which killed 
during two weeks of February, 1902, over thirty of these 
rodents. He was then between seven and eight years 
old, and had been killing Squirrels pretty persistently 
(though perhaps not at so high a rate) for the past three 
years at least. I am willing to admit that he is an ex- 
ceptionally good “Squirrel dog,” and that he has the 
capture of the Squirrels down to a fine point. The big 
Red-tailed Hawks are also able Squirrel hunters, and 
in fact most of our Hawks (especially the larger species) 
depend upon the Squirrels for a supply of food during 
the breeding season, which lasts from the first of April 
to the middle of May at least, just the months when the 
rodents are the most numerous. Every Hawk kills from 
one to three Squirrels per day, during this time, and the 
farmer who kills one of our larger hawks at any season 
of the year is obviously cutting off his nose to spite his 
face,” as an old barley grower of my acquaintance puts 
it.

[Pearson's Weekly:] Capt. Sykes of the Yorkshire 
Militia announced recently an odd discovery. ye 

He found that an ordinary field gun, if daubed all over 
with blotches of red, blue and yellow paint, becomes to 
all intents and purposes invisible, at least at any consid- 
erable distance. 

Six guns and their limbers so painted and streaked 
with the three primary colors, as they are called, were 
placed on the Fox Hills at Aldershot, and a number of 
artillery officers invited to locate them. | 

The distance was only three thonsand yards—a mere 
trifle in actual warfare—and the officers were armed with 
the best of field glasses. 

But so perfectly did the painted guns harmonize with 
the natural background that no one was able to pick 
them out. 

Some Horse Artillery sent forward to engage the guns 
never saw them at all until they had reached a point 
barely a thousand yards away. 

Many animals of all kinds take advantage of the way in 
which sight, especially human sight, confuses colors. 

The leopard, living in low thickets, where the sunlight, 
broken by leaves, falls in patches on the soil beneath, 
has a skin blotched with black spots, making the crea- 
ture practically invisible except at very close quarters. 

Among fish, insects, reptiles and snakes, hundreds of 
species are known of which their markings render them 
practically invisible in their natural surroundings. 

Recent researches have shown that a far greater num- 
ber of people are at least partially color blind than was 
formerly imagined. 

The commonest case is a deficient perception of red, 
blue, and violet. Often partially color blind persons 
name these quite correctly. But they are unable to dis- 
tinguish between rose red and bluish green. 

A few years ago Dr. Favre examined the color percep- 
tion of one thousand railway officials, and found that 
ninety-eight were quite color blind, and a number more 
partially so. 

Women, it may be mentioned, are hardly ever color 
blind, but why this is so no one pretends to exphain.

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FRUIT INTERESTS. 
California’s Opportunity. 


A CONSULAR report that conveys news of much value 
and interest to the fruit growers of this country_is 
that sent from Bordeaux by Albion W. Tourgee, our 
Consul there. He writes relative to the effect of the frosts 


French crops: 

All fruit with the exception of pears is said to be 
absolutely destroyed. The most important consequence 
of this is the failure of the French prune crop, the de- 
struction of which is reported to be practically com- 
plete, and as this follows the poor crop of last year, 
country is without any reserve supplies except what 
may be left of last season's importations from Califor- 
nia. Should the failure of this crop be as sweeping as 
now indicated, it will be a fact of decided interest to Cal- 
ifornia prune growers and dealers. 

“As the other fruits which are prepared ‘here in large 
quantities have also been destroyed, thousands of labor- 
ers will be thrown out of employment. There will prob- 
ably be an increased demand for the better qualities of 
dried apples. There will of necessity be a searcity of 
other fruit products whith are largely exported to the 
United States, such as cherries and apricots, etc.” 

Writing on the same subject, Consul B. H. Ridgeley of 
Nantes says: 

“The whole crop of the early potatoes is lost. Of the 
fruits it is stated chat 90 per cent of the peaches, 98 
per cent. of apricots, and 80 per cent. of plums are lost: 
while the apples, pears and cherries have suffered to 
some extent, but much less. 

“It seems to me that the opportunity for exporting | 
fregh fruits, such as apples, peaches and pears, from 
the United States to France during the apprceching 
summer is well worth considering. Fresh fruits are 
relatively dear in France, and owing to the largely de- 
creased production, prices will be almos prohibitive. If 
our fruits could be landed here in fairly good condition, 
there would undoubtedly be a big demand for them at 
good prices. The duties on fresh fruits are mall, from 
58 to 97 cents per 100 kilograms (220 pounds.) and there 
are no other entry charges of importance. If our 
fruit handlers would send representatives to Paris at 
once, they could easily make arrangements with the big 
fruit houses to handle several cargoes. | 

“There will also be an enlarged opening for our dried 
fruits—prunes, apples, etc. I would call the attention of 
our dried-fruit exporters to the fact that severa! reliable 
commicsion merchants have asked me to put them into | 
communication with exporters who would like to ship!

“Nor will he stop at this. He will teach mothers how 
to feed their infants and the growing child. He will 
teach the many deleterious effects of, and the countless 
number of human ailments resulting from, improper 
food, e. g., animal. blood, raw flesh, and stale milk. For 
such toubles 4s ptomaine poisoning, trichina, ascarides, 
the various forms of taenia, and tuberculosis, are di- 
rectly traceable to this source. In fact, I believe the fu- 
ture will see asumch stress placed upon the proper ob- 
servance and inspection of food stuffs, as upon drugs. 
When this point is reached, we will be freed from many 
of the disease breeding microbes and bacteria, which 
flit around, and give the pathologist and surgeon so 
much trouble. 

“Much of his time will be given to teaching the laws 
pertaining to sexual life, there existing at the present 
time a lamentable ignorance on this very important 
subject, or I might say a distressing gap in the educa- 
tion of our youth. In the past our boys have gone to 
their schools and colleges, having (his part of their ed- 
ucation entrusted by the parents to the instructors and 
masters; and the masters, deeming it the parent's duty, 
have allowed all of nature’s laws to pass untaught. It 
is here that the physician will come forward, putting 
aside all false modesty, prudery and shamefacedness, 
and give such instruction to our rising generation, be- 
fore they reach the marriageable age, that will save 
t m becoming victims of their own ignorance or 
the \ntrigues of dishonest advertisers. 

future physician will recognize that nothing can 
be accomplished without the help of nature. We can 
only cure disease by adding the recuperative powers of 
the system. The life or death of the patient depends 
upon which bas the stronger sustaining powers, the in- 
tectlon or himself. Hence, the modern system of medi- 


eine will be a rational one. Much that is now empyrical 


will be explained; new drugs will be discovered, and 
old ones improved. Thus the physician. having a more 
extensive knowledge of the body, wil be better pre- 


_ pared to assist nature in combating the infection.”

HE present system of paying doctors only when one 
is sick is uterly illogical and wrong. The Chinese

wall the fact that the place in which he lives is too

Care of the Feet. 


HE following treatise on the feet has been written 

for this department of The Times by Dr. H. A. Seaton, 
a graduate of Bayswater College of Surgery of the Feet 
and Chiropody, of London: | 

“The skeleton of the foot is composed of twenty-six 
bones, beautifully arranged by nature, and held together 
by strong ligaments and membranes, which give the 
necessary elasticity to the movement of the joints. 
Fourteen of these bones belong to the toes, and are called 
‘phalanges.’ Five long bones attached to the base of 
these are named ‘metatarsal.’ The metartarsa] bones are 
in turn attached to the ‘tarsus.’ which forms the arch and 


shaped bones, and is really the foot proper, as the tarsus 
sustains the whole weight of the body when standing, 
without flattening out. by means of a tendon derived 
from the two large muscles which form the calf of the 
leg, and which paases behind and under the heel bone, 
and traverses the sole of the foot and attaches itself to 
the large toe. : > 

“The foot, although it is exceptionally strong, is liable 
to became distorted or injured by the use of footwear 
that does not fit. Remember that shoes and stockings 


having decreed idiotic and unreasonable ideas as regards 
the shape of the shoe, such monstrosities have appeared 
as French heels, which thrust the toes forward into the 


foot sustain the weight of the body instead of letting the 
tarsus do its natural functions, and also narrow-pointed 
shoes, as for example, the so-called ‘toothpick’ shoes 
that were all the rage a few seasons ago, which gave 
room for only three toes instead of five; and shoes that 
are too short, too marrow across the toes, or in the 
shank, loose over the instep or in the heel, allowing the 
same to slip up and down, or allowing the toes to con- 
tinually move forward and backward while walking; also 
patent and enameled leather shoes, which in the process 
of manufacture are treated with sundry acids, etc., that 
hermetically close up the pores of the leather, so that 
there is no ventilation whatsoever for the feet, which 
have to breath oxygen, the same as your hands, on 
which you would never think of placing a heavy. glove 
for continual wear made of splſt cowhide, patent leather. 
or even a heavy box calf, as either would gall your 
fingers, and also make them perspire excessively. So 
why treat your feet in the manner you are doing, when 
they are just as sensitive as any other part of your sys- 
tem, and have to carry you all through life, whether 
ill-treated or not? 

“The foregoing facts in regard to shoes are responsible 
for nearly all the agonies which humen beings of today 
are suffering, as nature revenges herself on you for 
every slight you give her. When you have any inflam- 
mation of the skin, ascertain immediately the cause of it. 
as there must be local irritation somewhere, otherwise 
there would be uo pain, for if people went barefooted 
they would not be troubled with corns, ingrowing nails, 
‘etc. A little common-sense reasoning will soon demon- 
strate, it. Take a boy who never wore shoes, and he has 
a perfect foot; then place another who has always worn 
them, and you will easily see the difference, even in the 
toenails. The trouble is that parents, through care- 
leseness, and sometimes ignorance, allow their 
children to wear shoes that are too short or narrow, or. 
again, too loose, and the child's foot, being immature and 
very pliable, becomes injured, and unless attended to 
immediately, retains the shape it has been forced into. 
Then that child has to suffer for the rest of its days 
with enlarged joints, or something else just as unsightly.

Hairs can be removed in this man- 
ner. and it is said that the removal is permanent. The 
X-ray should, however, be used with great care, by one 
who thoroughly understands it, or otherwise it may result 
in a burn that will leave a permanent scar. 
Climate for Consumptives. . 
N an article in the Medical News of March 21, on ell- 
mate forr consumptives, Dr. James K. Cook made 
following statements‘ 
“(1.) Patients in the early stages will usually show 
improvement with almost any change of climate, such 
as Liberty, the Adirondacks, Florida, Southern Calfor- 
nia or Colorado. (2.) Jn catarrhal cases attended 
with profuse secretion, E Paso, Texas, Thomasville, 
Summerville, Aikens, South Carolina, also Colorado and 
New Mexico. (3.) Patients.of @ervous, irritable and 
erethistic temperament do better in a marine climate 
and showld not be sent to high elevations; in winter, 
Florida or Southern California; for spring, Old Point 
Comfort or Atlantie City; for summer, South Shore and 
easterly end of Long Island. (4.) Never send patients 
with ulcerative tuberculous laryngitis to a high alti- 
tude. The elevation should be about 2300, and good re- 
sults have been reported from Florida and Southern Cal- 
ifornia. (5.) Slowly progressing patients, especially 


as Florida, coming North by easy stages as the spring 
advances. (6.) Cases of phthisis complicated by heart 
disease, should be kept at comparatively low levels. 
(7.) Cases involving much loss of lung substance, or 
the withdrawal of any considerable portion of the res- 
piratory area from the exercise of its functions, usually 
fare badly at high elevation. Florida and Southern 
California are advised. (8.) Puny youths, not actual 
but potential or probable cases of tuberculosis, are gen- 
erally benefited by a prolonged residence in a high 
mountain region. (9.) The tendency to hemorrhage 
does not itself furnish an indication either for or against 
‘any particular variety of climate. (10.) Patients with 
phthisis, accompanied with albuminuria, or marked dia- 
betics, should be kept near home and not sent to high 
altitudes.”
